"We thought 
that Wally's former owners would be happy to know that he would be 
given a home at the Animal Medical Center, which was also made 
possible by funds from the Caspary Estate. 


Dr. Beck addedthat perhaps in the future Wally might con- 
tribute to new knowledge in the field of cardiovascular studies at 
the AMC. 


So, shortly after 11:00 a.m., Wally was taken to his 


new home at 62nd Street and the East River Drive by Dr. Beck where 
he was put in good hands. He isn't lonely, for he is enjoying the 
companionship of a female parrot his own age. And there he will be 


dining on buttered toast dunked in tea and pecking away on sunflower 
seeds for the rest of his natural life.
